ro rrattice, But there being many things 
Ir, which ſeemed very ancouth and ſtrange 
Friends, it was Referred to the further 
lideration of the Miniſtring Friends at

| therewl 
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therewith, propoſed 'to ſend it to the Yearly 
Meving at London, to haye their ſenſe upon 
it. Which he Refuſed, ſaying z3 He;wonld ra- 
ther (et it drop, But it not being complied 
with, as he Expefted, we found him very 
Unealie; and it was cbſcryed from that time 
forward, he was more Coptiom; and made it 
his Buſineſs to pick up what he could, to Re- 
proach Friends withal.

teſtant; This was taken from his own Mouth 
at that Meeting, and a Msnate made of it; and 
was then read to him, and not denied by him: 
Though ſince he endeavours to Emede it. This

ed from a juſt Proſecution. Perſecution is a 
ſuffering inflited upon the ſufterers, for the 
diſcharge of their duty to God. -Proſecution 
is a juſtice done oa Tranſgreſſors of the 
Law, for their injuries done to Men, or blaſ- 
phemies to God. Now that theſe Men were 
Proſecuted by Law for their abuſes to the 
Government, and thoſe that were concerned 
in the Adminittration of Juſtice,and how much 
ſome of them courted it, and endeavoured to 
provoke the Magiſtrates to it, I ſhall ſhew 
hereafter. 

In the Infancy of the ſettlement of Penſilva- 
na, the Lepiſlators ſaw cauſe to make pro- 
vidon by a Law, to ſecure the reputation of 
the Magiſtrates from the contempt of others, 


Fforeſeeing no doubt (and perhaps perceiving 


ſomething of it then) that People by reaſon 
of their equality in other things, might beun- 
der greater temptations , to run into this 
evil there, than where the condition of the 
Magiſtrates had raiſed them above, and ſet 
them at a greater diſtance from the Common 
People. It was therefore enated, That who- 
lever ſhould ſpeak contemptuoully, or flight-
